realizing that they are losing this 
war, have been plotting another

twenty-five 
years 
hence 
Were they permitted to carry’ out 
this scheme, they would be a tar 
more formidable enemy next time 
than they are now 
Japan has learned much about 
modern war from her disastrous 
contact with the western powers. 
Her operations in m any respects 
have been crude as compared with 
the methods which have been car­ 
ried against her from out of the 
west. But she won t be crude next 
time. 
Thus if there is any lesson which 
stands out in our war against Japan, 
it. is that she must be rendered 
im potent to do further damage.

Farm land values in Pennsylvania 
are now 42 per cent above the 1935 
to 1939 average, according to K en­ 
neth Hood, extension agricultural 
economist of the Pennsylvania State 
college During the same period, tile 
increase for the nation was 52 lier . 
cent. and l l per cent of this u p -' 
surge In values took place during j 
Hie past year. 
Hie economist says this does not 
mean Pennsylvania farm s are selling 
tot 42 lier cent more than they arc 
worth. He points out th a t tile price 
of farms during the years before 
the war was, in most cases less than 
the farm was worth. Low prices 
farmers w ert receiving for their pro­ 
ducts at the time kept farm land 
values at relatively low levels. 
Agricultural economists agree that 
farm prices should remain at re­ 
latively high levels for at least two 
years following the end of the war, 
and that this will m ean continual 
upward pressure on prices for farm 
properties. In addition to caution­ 
ing farm purchasers against paving 
excessive prices, they 
recommend 
that as much of Hie purchase price 
a possible be in the form of cash. 
studies have shown th a t many 
farmers arc tn better financial posi­ 
tion renting a good farm than they 
would be owning a poor farm. It 
was following World W ar I. not dur­ 
ing tile war period, th a t most farm ­ 
ers lost out financially, by going 
heavily in debt to buy farms, live­ 
stock, and equipm ent a t inflated 
prices.
